Italy Blockage 
Perils Reds In 
San Marino 


SAN MARINO (IP)—A total 
blockade of this tiny state by 
Italian troops threatened today 
to starve the Communists out 
of the government palace. 
Communist leaders 
defied 
the threat and said they would 
not submit to a provisional gov­ 
ernment set up in a half-built 
factory 
by 
Christian Demo­ 
crats. 
This 38-square-mil« republic 
is situated near the Adriatic 
Sea completely within Italy. It 
depends on food, manufactured 
goods and a $240,000 annual 
subsidy from Italy for sur­ 
vival. 
When the Christian Demo­ 
crats declared an independent 
government Tuesday and both 
sides started arming their fol­ 
lowers, Italy rushed federal po­ 
lice to seal off the border and 
contain any eruption of civil 
war. 
Italian 
police 
today 
brought tanks and armored 
cars to the frontiers. 
Informed sources said the 
Communists would start feel­ 
ing a food shortage within two 
or three days. 


Haitians, Fearing 
Civil War, Seek 
Sanctuary In U.S. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti (*) 
—Hundreds of Haitians are 
clamoring for visas to the Unit­ 
ed States, fearing this Negro 
republic is at the brink of civil 
war. 
Many even urge publicly that 
the U. S. Marines return to 
maintain order. 
The Marines 
occupied Haiti from 1915 to 
1934. 
The ceaseless political war­ 
fare that has unseated six gov­ 
ernments on this Caribbean is­ 
land since December has nearly 
paralyzed the economy. 
Tourist hotels are all but de­ 
serted. Many businessmen are 
trying to sell out and leave. 
The military junta in power 
since last June hopes for quick 
economic aid from the United 
States. 
Business leaders see 
little hope from this quarter, 
however, in view of the politi­ 
cal turbulence.

MAEBASHI. Japan (IP)—Two 
prosecution witnesses testified 
today that GI William S. Girard 
fired on other Japanese metal 
pickers the day he killed Mrs. 
Naka Sakai on the U. S. firing 
range at Camp Weir. 


The witnesses, Hatsuo Kanai 
and Toshizo Koyama, identified 
Girard as the soldier who fired 
at them and another shell scav­ 
enger, Isamu Shukuhara, on 
the morning of last Jan. 30. 
Mrs. 
Sakai 
w as 
fatally 
wounded that afternoon by a 
used shell casing firing into her 
back from the grenade launch­ 
er on Girard’s rifle. Girard is 
being tried for manslaughter 
by a Japanese court. 
Girard has maintained the 
shooting was accidental, that 
he fired only to frighten Mrs, 
Sakai away from equipment he 
was guarding. 
The court remained in ses­ 
sion for more than eight hours, 
the longest since the trial be­ 
gan last month. It will resume 
tomorrow morning.

Battle Of Assembly Speakership 


In 1959 Already Is Shaping Up

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
One of the most intriguing 
and important campaigns in 
California 
politics— for 
the 
speakership of the Assembly 
— is beginning to shape up. 
The 
incumbent, 
Speaker 
Luther 
H. 
Lincoln 
(R-Oak- 
land), has announced he won’t 
seek re-election to the Assem­ 
bly nex t y ear. Ev en though 
Lincoln will serv e for the 
19 5 8 budget session, and a 
new speaker won’t be elected 
until J anuary , 19 5 9 , irregular 
battle lines already are form­ 
ing. 


ONE REASON for interest 
in the speakership is that, like 
the president pro tempore of 
the Senate, the speaker holds 
the power of committee ap­ 
pointments, 
both 
members 
and chairmen. He also has 
the authority of reference of 
bills 
to 
committee 
and 
a 
friendly committee often can 
spell success for a bill which 
might fall by the way side in 
a hostile group. 
Speakership elections don’t 
fall into any particular pat­ 
tern, as there are many in­ 
fluences 
e x e r t e d . 
First, 
there’s the question of party 
politics. 
N o r m al l y , 
t h e 
speaker is elected from the 
majority 
party . 
Howev er, 
party politics being what they 
are in California, it’s usually 
a coalition man who wins. 


NOWADAYS, there’s also 
the 
important 
matter 
of 
north and south. There are 
more assembly men from the 
southern counties than from 
the north— 31 from Los An­ 
geles 
County 
alone. 
With 
water dev elopment the prime 
legislativ e topic, it behoov es 
the southerners to hav e their 
. own man in the chair. How­ 
ev er, this has not been ac­ 
complished since 19 5 1. 
The third house, or lobby ­ 
ists, also take an activ e part 
in speakership elections, hop­ 
ing to elect a legislator at 
least pot unkindly to their 
v iewpoints. 
Then, 
too, 
the 
gov ernor’s office often joins 
in the battle. 


THIS YEAR BEING 
nor­ 
mal, there decidedly is no 
dearth of candidates for the 
attractiv e post. At least two 
Republicans and three Demo­ 
crats are being boomed by 


freinds, supporters and, in 
some cases, themselv es, for 
the 19 5 9 speaker race. Men­ 
tioned so far are Francis C. 
Lindsay , Loomis, and J ack 
A. 
Beav er, 
Redlands, 
both 
Republicans, and William A. 
Munnell, Los Angeles, Allen 
Miller, 
Los 
Angeles, 
and 
Ralph Brown, Modesto, 
all 
Democrats. 


It might appear to many 
that a speakership campaign 
at this stage of the game is 
premature, in that an elec­ 
tion will take place before 
the speaker v oting and all 8 0 
assembly men must stand for 
re-election. A number already 
hav e announced plans not to 
run, so the complex ion is cer­ 
tain to undergo at least minor 
changes. 


HOWEVER, HOPEFULS for 
19 5 9 no doubt remember that 
Lincoln 
launched 
his 
cam­ 
paign for the top job in the 
Assembly in September, 19 5 3, 
with 
his 
final 
election 
to 
the speakership occurring in 
19 5 5 . 


When the contest gets into 
the stretch— during the two 
months betw een-the Nov em­ 
ber, 19 5 8 , election and the 
J anuary conv ening of the Leg­ 
islature— it takes on all the 
aspects of a good poker game, 
with bluff one of the princi­ 
pal weapons. 


responsible Democrats. First 
up was the Adv isory Com­ 
mittee of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, the former 
created by party 
chairman 
Paul M. Butler last winter to 
make national committee pol­ 
icy . 
In mid-September, 15 mem­ 
bers of the 25 -member ad­ 
v isory committee announced 
that Gov . Orv al E. Faubus of 
Arkansas “ does not represent 
the position or policy of the 
Democratic Party .” 
“ The first responsibility of 
a gov ernor is to uphold the 
federal Constitution,” the ad­ 
v isers added.

and school problems. Of inte­ 
gration, the Virginia Demo­ 
crats said: 
“ Let there be no misunder­ 
standings, no weasel words, 
on this point: We dedicate 
our ev ery capacity to preserv e 
segregation in the schools.” 


SOME 
OTHER 
southern 
states will stand with Virginia 
on that, leav ing the party pol­ 
icy less established than in 
bitter dispute. The policy will 
be formalized, finally , in 19 6 0 
at the Democratic National 
Conv ention. 
The 
northern 
Democrats 
who pack the adv isory com­ 
mittee punch may hav e de­ 
cided the time has come to 
read out of the party such 
elements as Virginia Demo­ 
crats.

Britain Headed Toward Showdown On 


Whether To Free 


L O N D O N — The 
biggest 
news in Britain is not y et in 
the headlines. But it is in the 
making and will be in the 
headlines before long. 


The news to which I refer 
is the fact that the British 
people 
c an n o t 
now 
long 
escape— indeed 
must 
soon' 
make— an ex tremely fateful 
decision. 
The decision is this: 


IS GREAT BRITAIN going 
to embrace popular capital­ 
ism, that is, fuller competi­ 
tiv e enterprise whose fruits 
are widely shared, or is it 
going to turn irrev ocably to 
full-scale Socialism? This de­ 
cision is getting v isibly nearer 
at hand. 


The largest meaning of the 
Macmillan gov ernm ent’s de­ 
cision to increase the bank 
rate to 7 per cent is that it 
sets in motion a chain of 
ev ents 
which, 
before 
they 
hav e gone v ery far, will re­ 
quire the country to make a 
decisiv e 
choice 
between 
a 
freer, more competitiv e econ­ 
omy or a managed economy 
with the gov ernment going 
farther down the road to­ 
wards mass-scale nationalism. 
The British Chancellor of 
the Ex chequer, Peter Thor- 
ney croft, 
knows 
full 
well 
where he is headed. 
The lifting of the bank rate 
to 7 per cent is the beginning, 
not tfie end, of Thorney croft’s 
policy . 


THE END PURPOSE is to 
apply by a whole series of 
actions a decisiv e brake on 
inflation. The use of credit 
control and restriction of pub­ 
lic inv estment is only the 
start. 


To 
achiev e 
this purpose, 
the gov ernment will hav e to 
show that it is determined— 
and my information is that it 
is determined— to hold the 
line on wages unflinchingly . 
New wage contracts will 
soon hav e to be negotiated 
with the unions by manage­ 
ment and by the gov ernment, 
first in the nationalized rail­ 
way s. Thorney croft has made 
it clear to management that 
it will hav e the support of 
the gov ernment in resisting 
all wage increases which are 
not directly related to in-

creased productiv ity . 


THIS IS A RISKY policy 
decision. There is no fore­ 
telling 
the 
ultimate 
conse­ 
quences. 


But Thorney croft and his 
colleagues are conv inced that 
they are embarked on the 
right course and on the nec­ 
essary course. 


But behind the credit con­ 
trol and hold-the-line wage 
policy is the larger question; 
Is Britain going to mov e to 
a 
freer, 
more 
competitiv e 
economy — in a word toward 
the 
kind 
of 
social-minded 
capitalism which prev ails in 
the United States and Ger­ 
many — or is it going to com­ 
mit itself further to Social­ 
ism to the point of no return? 


THE DECISION cannot long 
be delay ed because the fiscal 
and economic policies of the 
gov ernment are headed to­ 
ward a freer, more competi­ 
tiv e economy . Either these 
policies are going to win the 
support of the country or the 
swing will almost certainly 
be sharply the other way . 


Thorney croft is going to 
find out before long whether 
the British economy can long 
remain 
half-free 
and 
half­ 
socialized— whether 
Britain 
is going to be a “ welfare 
state’’ 
or 
an 
“ opportunity 
state.”

From Humble Beginnings

Almost 100 years ago in a 
small, dingy office in San Ra­ 
fael, the young publisher and 
editor of Marin County’s first 
newspaper penned his initial 
message to the reading public. 
It said, in part: “Under its 
present conductors, the Journal 
will be independent of clique, 
party or sect, doing justice to 
all, favor to none. Its chief aim 
will be to encourage the devel­ 
opment of the resources, es­ 
pecially its agricultural advan­ 
tages and interests. We shall 
contribute our advice and sup­ 
port to every laudable under­ 
taking or measure that may be 
calculated to advance the pros­ 
pects of the community and 
unhesitantly 
oppose 
every 
acheme or project that we deem 
calculated to retard the prog­ 
ress of the county and the pros­ 
perity of its inhabitants.” 
PASTORAL AREA 
The man who penned those 
brave words was Jerome Bar­ 
ney, founder of the Marin Coun. 
ty Journal, which was merged 
with the San Rafael Indepen­ 
dent and is now the Indepen- 
dent-Journal. As the editorial 
Indicates, Marin was a pastoral 
area then. It has had a great 
increase in population and the 
interests of its residents are 
many and varied. However( 
Barney’s successors have fol­ 
lowed the principle of “the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number.” 
Jerome Barney, born in New­ 
market, Md., in 1834. learned 
the printer’s trade in that state. 
In 1853 he came to San Rafael 
to join his father, A1 Barney, 
who had arrived in California 
three years before as vice pres­ 
ident of the Baltimore and 
Frederick Co. 
After an unsuccessful attempt 
at gold mining, the elder Bar­ 
ney came to San Rafael and be­ 
came county judge. Later he 
was county superintendent of 
schools. He Avas closely associ­ 
ated with his son in the publi­ 
cation of the Marin County 
Journal. The first issue bore 
the publication date of March 
23, 1861. 


MANY TRIALS 
Many were the trials of the 
early days. Because of the slow­ 
ness of communication, news 
dribbled in to the newspaper. 
Type was handset and the first 
page was made up long in ad­ 
vance of publication. Spot news 
was put inside and generally 
“ cut to the bone” to get the 
paper out on time. 
The advertising revenue was 
amall. Few business houses and 
stores advertised and the paper 
was mainly dependent on stand­ 
ing professional ads and those 
lauding the benefits of patent 
medicine. Circulation was small 
for many years as the county 
was slow in growth. 
Many of the stories were 
brutally frank, and some would 
be considered libelous today. 
Politics on both national and 
local levels orovidud columns 
of copy and favored candidates 
were praised extravagantly. 


PAID IN FOOD 
If the publisher was not go­ 
ing hungry he was extremely

grateful when some subscribers 
provided some food. Every once 
in a while an item would ap­ 
pear thanking someone 
for 
“two fine hens” or a “ brace of 
ducks” or a “sack of potatoes.” 
Jerome Barney sold the Ma­ 
rin County Journal to Simon 
Fitch Barstow in 1872. Barstow, 
born in Hartford, Conn., learn­ 
ed the printer’s trade on the 
Chautauqua County Journal in 
Jamestown, N.Y. 
He arrived 
in San Francisco in 1854. 
He was a compositor on the 
Bulletin for three years, then 
went to the 
Alta 
California 
where he worked for 11 years. 
He moved to Tulare county and 
was on the Visalia Delta for a 
year. Then he came to San Ra­ 
fael and bought the Journal, 
which he published until the 
latter part of 1897. 


NEW OWNERS 
The name of Wallace Clar­ 
ence Brown appeared on the 
masthead for a brief time. Then 
came this statement from the 
new owners: “ On Thursday, 
September 15, 1898 we again 
put on the editorial harness, 
having purchased the Journal 
from Mr. Brown. In assuming 
our new duties we have no 
special promises to make, pre­ 
ferring to let our future work 
speak for us. We came to San 
Rafael for business, not for 
health or pleasure, but we hope 
to enjoy both. .. . 
“ For 10 years we resided in 
the extreme southern part of 
the state, San Diego, but we 
have kept in touch with the af­ 
fairs of the whole state politi­ 
cally and otherwise.” 
It was 
signed S. H. Olmsted and C. C. 
Olmsted. 
DIRECTED POLICY 
It was the former, known to 
just about everybody as Steve, 
who directed the policy of the 
paper. He was blunt-spoken but 
sincere. His advice was sought 
by men in public office and in 
business and to his desk in the 
old Journal office on the north 
side of Fourth street between 
B and C they came to talk over 
matters with him. 
The paper stated it had “ new 
type, 
new 
presses, 
modern 
styles.” Linotypes were quick­ 
ening operations but there was 
always a page or two of “ boiler 
plate” in each issue. 
Just about the turn of the 
century another weekly ap­ 
peared on the local scene. 
It 
was the Ind „ endent, estab­ 
lished by H. H. Granice, owner 
of the Sonoma Index Tribune. 
Associated with him in the In­ 
dependent was Hugh Mclsaac, 
former Marin County district 
attorney. 
In 1901 Michael (M.F.) Coch­ 
rane became editor and pub­ 
lisher, and built the Indepen­ 
dent circulation up to a respec­ 
table size from the pitiful 200 
which it was when he took it 
over. 


BOUGHT PROPERTY 
For many years 
the Inde­ 
pendent was printed in a small

rvisors Balk At 


District Plan 


—The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors 
balked 
Tuesday 
at setting up a special assess­ 
ment district which one super­ 
visor said was to “ bail out” 


a developer caught in the tight 
money situation. 
The proposal was to set up 


a 
special assessment district 
for Loma Verde Units 3A and 
3B, north 
of Hamilton Air 
Force Base, to acquire street 
improvements a l r e a d y con­ 
structed in the subdivision. 
Kenneth Jones, representing 
Kirkbride, 
Wilson, 
Harzfeld 
and Wallace, attorneys, said 
that since May, an attempt had 
been made to sell the proposed 
district’s bonds. He said it had 
been unsuccessful, but that the 
developer, Trousdale Construc­ 
tion Corp., has now organized 
another corporation specifical­ 
ly for the purpose of buying 
the bonds. 
Jones said the new firm has 
offered to buy the bonds at 
80 per cent of par value. He 
said 
that 
although 
this 
is 
“ quite a high discount,” ac­ 
tually it is not substantially 
different from similar bids in 
other situations. 
But Supervisor William D. 
Fusselman 
asked, 
“Isn’t he 
just 
making 
the 
property 
owners nay? Why doesn’t he 


g o to a bank?” 


Jones said Trousdale already 
has “invested two million dol­ 
lars” in the streets and im­ 
provements of the subdivision. 
Unless he can get some bond­ 
ing, builders can not afford to 
pay cash for the lot plus the 
improvements. That is why 
“ these beautiful streets and 
improvements have been sit­ 
ting there for months” without 
any homes being built. 
“But won’t the home owners 
have to pick up an excessive 
interest charge?” asked Fus­ 
selman. 
“Maybe so, maybe not,” an­ 
swered Jones. The bonds will 
carry 6 per cent interest for 
15 years. 
“He’s just trying 
to 
get 
someone to bail him out,” de­ 
clared 
Fusselman. 
“It’s 
his 
problem.” 
William 
Gnoss, 
in whose 
district the tract is located, 
asked if Trousdale couldn’t 
“ take up the assessment, how 
can he back the bonds?” 
Jones said other “Los An­ 
geles financiers” were involved 
in the special corporation, and 
that Trousdale “actually has 
the money; it’s just tied up in 
the streets.” 
Gnoss asked that the pro­ 
posal be put over until 10 a.m.r 
Oct. 15. The board agreed.

Mike Cochrane was large in 
build and had an air of author­ 
ity.

Active in the field of 
politics, he received a number 
of “ plums.” He was merciless 
in his attacks on enemies or

friends he was over-generous. 
A 
c#nfrasting figure was 
quiet E. L. fFd) Kynoch. who 
bought the Marin Journal in 
1921. Steve Olmsted had died 
and the family decided to give 
up the publication. 
WAS EDUCATOR 
Kynock’s newspaper experi­ 
ence dated back to his boyhood 
when he worked on a paper in 
Sierraville. While in college he 
was reporter for the Sacramen­ 
to Bee and a paper in Chico. 
After his graduation 
he was 
principal of a school in Vaca­ 
ville and a member of the So­ 
lano County Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
However, he soon re­ 
turned to the newspaner field 
and boucht the paner in Brent­ 
wood. whmh he sold to come to 
San Rafael. 
The sudden death of Mike 
Cochrane on Sept. 9, 
1926, 
shocked the community. 
The 
San Rafael 
Independent was 
then 
sold to Harrv Lutgens, 
who was secretary to Califor­ 
nia’s Gov. Friend W. Richard­ 
son. 
Lutgens had worked on a 
number of newsoapers and had 
owned one in Sonoma County. 
When he bought the Indepen­ 
dent the first of November of 
1926. it was operating with a 
small staff and three linotypes. 
FREQUENT BREAKDOWNS 
The old press and the “ pup” 
for printing extra pages fre­ 
quently broke down at press 
time. Lutgens made a number 
of 
improvements 
and 
soon 
changed the paper to a semi­ 
weekly, and about a year after 
he had bought the paper, made 
it a daily. The old building was 
remodeled and a second story 
built. 
Harry Lutgens sold the In­ 
dependent to Roy A. Brown 
and Justus F. Craemer. Brown, 
publisher of the Sanger Herald 
took possession of the San Ra­ 
fael paper on Jan. 4, 1937. 
In his first editorial he said, 
“In coming to Marin County 
and San Rafael I want to be a 
part in helping with the devel­ 
opment of this community. As 
the community grows, 
I feel 
confident the Independent will 
grow with it. 
“As the new publisher I will 
try to give the county the best 
paper possible to produce.” 
And this policy has been 
faithfully followed, resulting in 
a highlv successful enterprise. 
SOLD SEVERAL TIMES 
While Kynoch was owner of 
the Marin Journal it was mov­ 
ed from its longtime location 
(where Herbert and Rohrer’s 
jewelry store is now in a new 
building) to the north side of 
Fourth street just east of E. 
Several times the paper was 
sold, only to be returned to 
Kynoch, who took in a couple 
of partners. 
Worry and overwork are be­ 
lieved to be responsible for his 
death in 1942. For a little over 
a year his daughter. June, pub­ 
lished the paper. Then it was 
sold to T. Fred Bagshaw, then 
chairman of the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
He in­ 
creased the size of the plant, 
taking in the E street corner. 
For the first time the name 
of Henry W. Jackson appeared 


on the 
Marin Journal 
mast­ 
head on Dec. 10, 1947. He had 
bought the paper from Bag­ 
shaw after having taken over 
a number of small weeklies in 
the county. He was a member 
of a well known Connecticut 
newspaper family. 
TWICE W EEKLY 
On the same day that Jack­ 
son’s name appeared 
on the 
masthead, he had a front page 
announcement that the paper 
would be published twice week­ 
ly, on Wednesday and Friday 
mornings. It concluded with, 
“ We hope to be able to bring 
you a newsy newspaper twice 
a week, one you will like as 
well as you have liked the Jour­ 
nal in the past.” 
On 
May 1. 1948, 
Jackson 
launched the Journal as a daily 
morning newspaper. He ex­ 
panded equipment and enlarg­ 
ed his staff. But the endeavor 
was short-lived. 
On Nov. 30, 1948, the merger 
of the San Rafael Daily Inde­ 
pendent and the Marin Journal 
was announced. The name be­ 
came the Independent-Journal 
and the newspaper operations 
were continued in the old In­ 
dependent’s plant. 
It was soon after the merger 
that Brown decided to do ex­ 
tensive 
remodeling 
on 
the 
building. The remodeled build­ 
ing was the occasion for an 
open house in May, 1951. The 
cost of that remodeling 
was 
more than $125,000. A second 
fioor was added to part of the 
building and a third story to 
part. All departments had in­ 
creased space. 
The expansion of the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal has been con-

Doc 'Hipped' On Children's Safety 


(And He Has Good Reason To Be) 


I’m “hipped” on children's 
safety. When it comes to pro­ 
tecting small boys and girls, 
I'll admit I’m unreasonable. 
I’ve seen too many babies hurt 
by preventable accidents to be 
any other way. I^et me preach. 
Do you toss your little ones 
high into the air, and catch 
them on the way down? I know 
they enjoy it. You like it too. 
It’s fun. but it's dangerous. One 
slip, and your baby may be 
crippled for life. 
Don’t toss children. 
Don’t 
swing them by their arms. 
Don’t play catch, with a baby 
as the ball. If your spouse in­ 
sists on such things, have a 
showdown. Play safe. 
Do you put your children in 
the back seat of your car, then 
ignore them? Let them rough 
and tumble around while you 
look the other way? That’s an­ 
other common mistake. 
Car 
doors open easily. 
Children 
tumble out. It happens every 
day. 
Put safety catches on your 
car’s rear doors. Insist on good 
behavior from your small pas­ 
sengers. 
Are you careful about the 
hazards around your home? 
Keep scissors out of reach of 


your toddler? Poisons locked 
in a high cupboard? Have safe­ 
ty plugs in unused electric out­ 
lets? Knives in a secure place? 
Have you taught your small 
children to stay away from the 
stove, even when nothing is 
cooking? Most folks do these 
things as a matter of common 
sense. If you haven’t, start do­ 
ing them now. 
Look 
at 
your 
children’s 
safety this way: All possible ac­ 
cidents are going to happen. 
Sooner or later your little ones 
will blunder into them. They’ll 
be hurt, maybe very serious­ 
ly. 
You’ll clench your fists, 
bite your lips, and pray to God 
for their survival. 
You can prevent their agony, 
and yours.

I not yet been announced offi- 
William F. Knowland became daily but it is expected to be 
an official candidate for gov­ 
ernor today against his fellow 
Republican, Gov.

The student demonstrators 
produced a dummy figure, clad 
in blue jeans and a sweat shirt, 
with a black face. 


They strung it up with a 
rope from a tree in front of 
the school. One white boy 
kicked viciousiy at the effigy 
ers emptied cans of cigar­ 
ette lighter fluid on the dum­ 
my, and set it afire. 


A detail of troops moved 
out from the school yard, bear­ 
ing rifles at port arms, and 
broke up the demonstration. 
A reporter asked one of the 
white girls who walked out if 
the dem onstration was consid­ 
ered a success. 
“No, it failed,” she replied. 
“There were many others 
we thought would walk out.” 
The paratroopers, who tu rn ­ 
ed daytime sentry duty at the 
school over to the National 
Guardsmen earlier this week, 
returned to their vigil today. 
Sixty of them, armed with 
billy clubs, took up stations in­ 
side the school, where a force 
of eight guardsmen yesterday 
was unable to prevent several 
minor racial incidents.

other 60 paratroopers, armed 
with carbines without bayo­ 
nets, stood guard at entrances 
to the school.

As to need, he said his area 
of Novato is 90 per cent “indi­ 
gent” as far as ability to pay 
for highly expensive psychia­ 
tric care is concerned. He also 
pointed to the fact that no 
psychiatric services at public 
expense are available to Ma­ 
rin’s schools. 
Dr. Lyons confined himself 
to pointing out that a survey of 
need, cost and indicated effi­ 
ciency of a clinic is required 
before the question can be de­ 
cided.

Charles Weber, a form er leg­ 
islative w ater leader, concluded 
the presentation of his scheme 
yesterday before a w ater sub­ 
committee

Assembly 
Conservation Committee. 


STATE PLAN 
W eber said his plan would 
“parallel” the so-called Califor­ 
nia water plan which has been 
developed by the state Depart­ 
ment of W ater Resources. 
He 
refused to say his program was 
in conflict with the state plan 
but stressed that he would pro­ 
pose numerous “am endm ents” 
to the state program. 
During his presentation*yes­ 
terday, 
W eber 
promised 
to 
save the state more than 330 
million dollars by altering the 
system of canals envisioned by 
the state water pTan. 


LARGER CANALS 
W eber said his program call­ 
ed for fewer but larger canals 
which would carry surplus wa­ 
ter from Northern California 
to the parched areas of South­ 
ern California. 
The largest of 
these canals could be used for 
navigation between Sacram en­ 
to and Bakersfield, he said. 
W eber told the committee 
that his plan proposed a re­ 
plenishing of the state's dwind­ 
ling underground w ater table. 
By storing water in the ground, 
he said, the num ber of surface 
reservoirs could be reduced. 


A nother vital portion of 
W eber’s proposal was a salt 
water 
barrier 
across 
San 
Francisco Bay to turn the 
bav “into a huge lake.” 


SAN FRANCISCO OF— The 
California Health D epartm ent’s 
Bureau of Chroiyc Diseases has 
started a five-year survey to 
find out what part smog plays 
in causing lung cancer.

Italy Blockage 
Perils Reds In 
San Marino 


SAN MARINO (IP)—A total 
blockade of this tiny state by 
Italian troops threatened today 
to starve the Communists out 
of the government palace. 
Communist leaders defied 
the threat and said they would 
not submit to a provisional gov­ 
ernment set up in a half-built 
factory by Christian Demo­ 
crats. 
This 38-square-mile republic 
is situated near the Adriatic 
Sea completely within Italy. It 
depends on food, manufactured 
goods and a $240,000 annual 
subsidy from Italy for sur­ 
vival. 
When the Christian Demo 
crats declared an independent 
government Tuesday and both 
sides started arming their fol 
lowers, Italy rushed federal po­ 
lice to seal off the border and 
contain any eruption of civil 
war. 
Italian 
police 
today 
brought tanks and armored 
cars to the frontiers. 
Informed sources said the 
Communists would start feel­ 
ing a food shortage within two 
or three days. 


Mollet and Rene Pleven, but 
before calling in any prospec­ 
tive premier Coty was seeing 
Jacques Soustelle, the 45-year- 
old Gaullist who helped bring 
down the government of Pre­ 
mier Maurice Bourges-Maun-

Soustelle, as the man who 
brought down the last govern­ 
ment, ordinarily would be the 
first person to try to form a 
new government. But some cir­ 
cles felt he would tell Coty 
that France needs a man like 
de Gaulle to overhaul the pres­ 
ent constitutional system.

trial districts. 
In addition, farmers were 
still refusing to bring food to 
market in protest against fro­ 
zen prices.

Girard has maintained the 
shooting was accidental, that 
he fired only to frighten Mrs. 
Sakai away from equipment he 
was guarding. 
The court remained in ses­ 
sion for more than eight hours, 
the longest since the trial be­ 
gan last month. It will resume 
tomorrow morning.

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
One of the most intriguing 
and im portant campaigns in 
California 
politics—for 
the 
speakership of the Assembly 
—is beginning to shape up. 
The 
incumbent, 
Speaker 
Luther H. 
Lincoln 
(R-Oak- 
land), has announced he won’t 
seek re-election to the Assem­ 
bly next year. Even though 
Lincoln will serve for the 
1958 budget session, and a 
new speaker won’t be elected 
until January, 1959, irregular 
battle lines already are form­ 
ing. 


ONE REASON for interest 
in the speakership is that, like 
the president pro tempore of 
the Senate, the speaker holds 
the power of committee ap­ 
pointments, 
both 
members 
and chairmen. He also has 
the authority of reference of 
bills 
to 
committee 
and 
a 
friendly committee often can 
spell success for a bill which 
might fall by the wayside in 
a hostile group. 
Speakership elections don’t 
fall into any particular pat­ 
tern, as there are many in­ 
fluences 
e x e r t e d . 
First, 
there’s the question of party 
politics. 
N o r m a l l y , 
t h e 
speaker is elected from the 
majority 
party. 
However, 
party politics being what they 
are in California, it’s usually 
a coalition man who wins. 


NOWADAYS, there’s also 
the 
im portant 
m atter 
of 
north and south. There are 
more assemblymen from the 
southern counties than from 
the north—31 from Los An­ 
geles 
County 
alone. 
With 
water development the prime 
legislative topic, it behooves 
the southerners to have their 
. own man in the chair. How­ 
ever, this has not been ac­ 
complished since 1951. 
The third house, or lobby­ 
ists, also take an active part 
in speakership elections, hop­ 
ing to elect a legislator at 
least pot unkindly to their 
viewpoints. 
Then, 
too, 
the 
governor’s office often joins 
in the battle. 


THIS YEAR BEING nor 
mal, there decidedly is no 
dearth of candidates for the 
attractive post. At least two 
Republicans and three Demo­ 
crats are being boomed by 


freinds, supporters and, in 
some cases, themselves, for 
the 1959 speaker race. Men­ 
tioned so far are Francis C. 
Lindsay, Loomis, and Jack 
A. 
Beaver, Redlands, both 
Republicans, and William A. 
Munnell, Los Angeles, Allen 
Miller, 
Los 
Angeles, 
and 
Ralph Brown, Modesto, all 
Democrats. 


It might appear to many 
that a speakership campaign 
at this stage of the game is 
premature, in that an elec­ 
tion will take place before 
the speaker voting and all 80 
assemblymen must stand for 
re-election. A number already 
have announced plans not to 
run, so the complexion is cer­ 
tain to undergo at least minor 
changes. 


HOWEVER, HOPEFULS for 
1959 no doubt remem ber that 
Lincoln launched his cam­ 
paign for the top job in the 
Assembly in September, 1953, 
with 
his final election 
to 
the speakership occurring in 
1955. 


When the contest gets into 
the stretch—during the two 
months betw een-the Novem­ 
ber, 1958, election and the 
January convening of the Leg­ 
islature—it takes on all the 
aspects of a good poker game, 
with bluff one of the princi­ 
pal weapons. 


responsible Democrats. First 
up was the Advisory Com­ 
mittee of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, the former 
created by party chairman 
Paul M. Butler last winter to 
make national committee pol­ 
icy. 
In mid-September, 15 mem­ 
bers of the 25-member ad­ 
visory committee announced 
that Gov.

These Democratic 
candidates devoted half of 
their 1957 platform to schools 
and school problems. Of inte­ 
gration, the Virginia Demo­ 
crats said: 
“Let there be no m isunder­ 
standings, no weasel words, 
on this point: We dedicate 
our every capacity to preserve 
segregation in the schools.” 


SOME 
OTHER 
southern 
states will stand with Virginia 
on that, leaving the party pol­ 
icy less established than in 
bitter dispute. The policy will 
be formalized, finally, in 1960 
at the Democratic National 
Convention. 
The 
northern 
Democrats 
who pack the advisory com­ 
mittee punch may have de­ 
cided the time has come to 
read out of the party such 
elements as Virginia Demo­ 
crats.

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L O N D O N — The biggest 
news in Britain is not yet in 
the headlines. But it is in the 
making and will be in the 
headlines before long. 


The news to which I refer 
is the fact that the British 
people c a n n o t now long 
escape— indeed 
must 
soon’ 
make—an extremely fateful 
decision. 
The decision is this: 


IS GREAT BRITAIN going 
to embrace popular capital­ 
ism, that is, fuller competi­ 
tive enterprise whose fruits 
are widely shared, or is it 
going to turn irrevocably to 
full-scale Socialism? This de­ 
cision is getting visibly nearer 
at hand. 


The largest meaning of the 
Macmillan government's de­ 
cision to increase the bank 
rate to 7 per cent is that it 
sets in motion a chain of 
events 
which, 
before they 
have gone very far, will re­ 
quire the country to make a 
decisive 
choice 
between 
a 
freer, more competitive econ­ 
omy or a managed economy 
with the government going 
farther down the road to­ 
wards mass-scale nationalism. 
The British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Peter Thor- 
neycroft, 
knows 
full 
well 
where he is headed. 
The lifting of the bank rate 
to 7 per cent is the beginning, 
not tfie end, of Thorneycroft’s 
policy. 


THE END PURPOSE is to 
apply by a whole series of 
actions a decisive brake on 
inflation. The use of credit 
control and restriction of pub­ 
lic investment is only the 
start. 
To achieve this purpose, 
the government will have to 
show that it is determ ined— 
and my information is that it 
is determ ined—to hold the 
line on wages unflinchingly. 
New wage contracts will 
soon have to be negotiated 
with the unions by manage­ 
ment and by the government, 
first in the nationalized rail­ 
ways. Thorneycroft has made 
it clear to management that 
it will have the support of 
the government in resisting 
all wage increases which are 
not directly related to in- 


THIS IS A RISKY policy 
decision. There is no fore­ 
telling the ultim ate conse­ 
quences. 


But Thorneycroft and his 
colleagues are convinced that 
they are embarked on the 
right course and on the nec­ 
essary course. 


But behind the credit con­ 
trol and hold-the-line wage 
policy is the larger question: 
Is Britain going to move to 
a 
freer, 
more 
competitive 
economy—in a word toward 
the 
kind 
of 
social-minded 
capitalism which prevails in 
the United States and Ger­ 
many—or is it going to com­ 
mit itself further to Social­ 
ism to the point of no return? 


THE DECISION cannot long 
be delayed because the fiscal 
and economic policies of the 
government are headed to­ 
ward a freer, more competi­ 
tive economy. Either these 
policies are going to win the 
support of the country or the 
swing will almost certainly 
be sharply the other way. 


Thorneycroft is going to 
find out before long whether 
the British economy can long 
remain 
half-free 
and 
half­ 
socialized— whether 
Britain 
is going to be a “welfare 
state” 
or 
an 
“opportunity 
state.”

New berthing facilities at the 
San Francisco Yacht Club, Bel­ 
vedere, will soon be completed, 
as construction work on the im­ 
pressive private development 
enters the final stages. 


Hopes are 
high 
that the 
berths will be ready for oc­ 
cupancy within a month. The 
$270,000 harbor development 
project will supply 136 new 
berths at the club. 


An 800-foot breakwater has 
been completed on the project, 
which began in mid-April, by 
MacDonald 
Engineering 
Co. 
of San Francisco. 
The area 
within the breakwaier has been 
dredged to a depth of 11 feet, 
and a 200-foot access channel 
from the cove to the bay has 
been dredged. Already many 
larger boats have been able to 
take advantage of the sheltered 
anchorage— boats which in re­ 
cent years had not been able 
to come into the cove because 
of the silting action which 
was gradually filling the pic­ 
turesque harbor. 


FINAL PHASE

about 120 feet above the sea 
and is nearly 1.000 feet in dia­ 
meter.

The sea there is 40 
fathoms deep. 


The island is 70 miles west 
of Angra 
do Heroismo and 
only a tew hundred yards from 
Faial Island, whose 25.000 resi­ 
dents fear they will suffer the 
fate that befell Pompeii. 


The birthpangs of the island 
started Sept. 25, when severe 
earthshocks 
were 
registered 
near Faial.

tore the surface of the sea, 
and some rock« and sand shot 
into the air.

Almost 100 years ago in a 
sm all, dingy office in San Ra­ 
fael, the young publisher and 
editor of Marin County’s first 
new spaper penned his initial 
m essage to the reading public. 
It said, in part: “U nder its 
p resent conductors, the Journal 
will be independent of clique, 
p arty or sect, doing justice to 
all, favor to none. Its chief aim 
will be to encourage the devel­ 
opm ent of the resources, es­ 
pecially its agricultural advan­ 
tages and interests. We shall 
contribute our advice and sup­ 
p ort to every laudable under­ 
taking or m easure th at may be 
calculated to advance the pros­ 
pects of the com m unity and 
unhesitantly 
o p p o s e 
every 
«cheme or project that we deem 
calculated to retard the prog­ 
ress of the county and the pros­ 
perity of its inhabitants.” 
PASTORAL AREA 
The man who penned those 
brave words was Jerom e Bar­ 
ney, founder of the Marin Coun­ 
ty Journal, which was m erged 
w ith the San Rafael Indepen­ 
d ent and is now the Indepen- 
dent-Journal. As the editorial 
Indicates, M arin was a pastoral 
area then. It has had a great 
Increase in population and the 
Interests of its residents are 
m any 
and 
varied. 
However, 
B arney’s successors have fol­ 
lowed the principle of “the 
greatest good for the greatest 
num ber.” 
Jerom e Barney, born in New­ 
m arket, Md., in 1834, learned 
th e p rin te r’s trade in that state. 
In 1853 he came to San Rafael 
to join his father, A1 Barney, 
who had arrived in California 
th ree years before as vice pres­ 
ident of the Ealtim ore 
and 
Frederick Co. 
A fter an unsuccessful attem pt 
a t gold m ining, the elder Bar­ 
ney came to San Rafael and be­ 
cam e county judge. L ater he 
was county superintendent of 
schools. He was closely associ­ 
ated with his son in th e publi­ 
cation of the M arin County 
Journal. The first issue bore 
th e publication date of March 
23, 1861. 


MANY TRIALS 
Many were the trials of the 
early days. Because of the slow 
ness of com m unication, news 
dribbled in to the new spaper 
Type was handset and the first 
page was m ade up long in ad­ 
vance of publication. Spot news

was put inside and generally 
“cut to the bone” to get the 
paper out on tim e. 
The advertising revenue was 
sm all. Few business houses anc 
stores advertised and the paper 
was m ainly dependent on stand 
ing professional ads and those 
lauding the benefits of patent 
m edicine. Circulation was small 
for m any years as the county 
was slow in growth. 
Many of the stories w ere 
brutally frank, and some would 
be considered libelous today 
Politics on both national anc 
local levels provided colum ns 
of copy and favored candidates 
w ere praised extravagantly. 


PAID IN FOOD 
If the publisher was not go 
lng hungry he was extrem ely 


grateful when some subscribers 
provided some food. Every once 
in a while an item would ap­ 
pear 
thanking 
someone 
for 
“two fine hens” or a “brace of 
ducks” or a “sack of potatoes.” 
Jerom e Barney sold the Ma­ 
rin County Journal to Simon 
Fitch Barstow in 1872. Barstow, 
born in H artford, Conn., learn ­ 
ed the p rin te r’s trad e on the 
Chautauqua County Journal in 
Jam estow n, N.Y. 
He arrived 
in San Francisco in 1854. 
He was a com positor on the 
Bulletin for th ree years, then 
w ent to the 
Alta 
California 
w here he worked for 11 years. 
He moved to T ulare county and 
was on the Visalia D elta for a 
year. Then he came to San Ra­ 
fael and bought the Journal, 
which he published until the 
a tter part of 1897. 


NEW OWNERS 
The nam e of W allace C lar­ 
ence Brown appeared on the 
m asthead for a brief tim e. Then 
cam e this statem ent from the 
new owners: 
“On Thursday, 
Septem ber 15, 1898 we again 
put on the editorial harness, 
laving purchased th e Journal 
from Mr. Brown. In assum ing 
our new duties we have no 
special prom ises to m ake, p re­ 
ferring to let our fu tu re work 
speak for us. We cam e to San 
Rafael for business, not for 
health or pleasure, but we hope 
to enjoy both. . . . 
“For 10 years we resided in 
the extrem e southern p art of 
the state. San Diego, but we 
have kept in touch w ith the af­ 
fairs of the whole state politi­ 
cally and otherw ise.” 
It was 
signed S. H. Olm sted and C. C. 
Olmsted. 
DIRECTED POLICY 
It was the form er, known to 
just about everybody as Steve, 
who directed the policy of the 
paper. He was blunt-spoken but 
sincere. His advice was sought 
by men in public office and in 
business and to his desk in the 
old Journal office on the north 
side of Fourth street betw een 
B and C they cam e to talk over 
m atters with him. 
The paper stated it had “new 
type, 
new 
presses, 
rryxlern 
styles.” Linotypes w ere quick­ 
ening operations but th ere was 


building on the west side of B 
Street 
between 
Fourth 
and 
Fifth. L ater Cochrane bought 
the property at the corner of B 
and Julia Streets which is a 
p art of the Independent-Jour- 
nal’s plant today. 
Mike Cochrane was large in 
build and had an air of author­ 
ity. He was both beloved and 
feared. Active in the field of 
politics, he received a num ber 
of “plum s.” He was m erciless 
in his attacks on enem ies or 
supposed 
enem ies. 
To 
his 
frionds he was over-generous. 
A 
contrasting 
figure 
was 
quiet E. L. (Ed) Kynoch. who 
bought the Marin Journal in 
1921. Steve Olm sted had died 
and the fam ily decided to give 
up th e publication. 
WAS EDUCATOR 
Kynock’s new spaper experi­ 
ence dated back to his boyhood 
when he worked on a paper in 
Sierraville. W hile in college he 
was rep o rter for th e Sacram en­ 
to Bee and a paper in Chico. 
A fter his graduation 
he was 
principal of a school in Vaca­ 
ville and a m em ber of the So­ 
lano County Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
However, 
he soon 
re ­ 
tu rn ed to the new spaoer field 
and bought the paner in B rent­ 
wood. whif'h he sold to come to 
San Rafael. 
The sudden death of Mike 
C ochrane 
on 
Sept. 
9. 
1926, 
shocked the com m unity. 
The 
San Rafael 
Independent was 
then 
sold to H arry 
Lutgens. 
who was secretary to C alifor­ 
nia’s Gov. Friend W. R ichard­ 
son. 
Lutgens had w orked on a 
num ber of new soapers and had 
owned one in Sonoma County. 
W hen he bought the Indepen­ 
dent the first of N ovem ber of 
1926. it w as operating with a 
sm all staff and th ree linotypes 


FREQUENT BREAKDOWNS 
The old press and th e “pup” 
for printing extra pages fre­ 
quently broke down at press 
tim e. Lutgens m ade a num ber 
of 
im provem ents 
and 
soon 
changed the pap er to a semi 
weekly, and about a y ear after 
he had bought the paper, m ade 
it a daily. The old building was 
rem odeled and a second story 
built. 


on the 
M arin Journal 
m ast­ 
head on Dec. 10, 1947. He had 
bought the paper from Bag- 
shaw after having taken over 
a num ber of small weeklies in 
the county. He was a m em ber 
of a well 
known Connecticut 
new spaper family. 
TWICE WEEKLY 
On the sam e day that Jack­ 
son’s nam e 
appeared 
on the 
m asthead, he had a front page 
announcem ent that the paper 
would be published twice week­ 
ly, on W ednesday and Friday 
m ornings. It concluded with, 
“We hope to be able to bring 
you a newsy new spaper twice 
a week, one you will like as 
well as you have liked the Jo u r­ 
nal in the past.” 
On 
May 1, 1948, 
Jackson 
launched the Journal as a daily 
m orning 
new spaper. 
He 
ex­ 
panded equipm ent and enlarg­ 
ed his staff. But the endeavor 
was short-lived. 
On Nov. 30. 1948, the m erger 
of the San Rafael Daily Inde­ 
pendent and the Marin Journal 
was announced. The nam e be­ 
came the Independent-Journal 
and the new spaper operations 
were continued in the old In­ 
dependent’s plant. 
It was soon after the m erger 
that Brown decided to do ex­ 
tensive 
rem odeling 
on 
the 
building. The rem odeled build­ 
ing was the occasion for an 
open house in May, 1951. The 
cost of that rem odeling 
was 
m ore than $125,000. A second 
floor was added to part of the 
building and a third story to 
part. All departm ents had in­ 
creased space.

Supervisors Balk At

exorbitant cost. 
Jensen noted that he put the 
yacht harbor 19th on a list of 
19 items in a chronological out­ 
line for development of the 
fairgrounds, but Fusselman re­ 
fused to approve the list with 
the harbor on it anywhere. 
On Fusselman’s motion, the 
board approved the plan— min­ 
us the harbor—by a vote of 
4-1, Supervisor Vera Schultz 
dissenting. 
Mrs. Schultz said 
she was voting against drop­ 
ping the yacht harbor, not 
against the plan.
